Youtsey Only One Guilty. 

Reiterating the peliéf he expressed some 
months ago, n he granted pardons 
to Caleb Powers and James B. Howard,

Tallahassee, Fla., April 23.—Fiorida to- 
day took a long and unexpected step to- 
ward state-wide prohibition. The house 
of representatives, by an ovérwhelming 
vote, adopted the McMullen joint reso- 
lution, providing that in !9!10 a ‘consti- 
tutional amendment shall be submitted 
permitting the voters of Florida. to de- 
cidé whether they wish to have ‘forever 
prohibited in the state of Florida’ the 
“manufacture, sale, exchange and barter 
of all intexicating liquors and _ bever- 
ages.”’ : 

The story of the unexpectedly strong 
fight of the prohibitionists is told in the 
count of the tellers in the legislature 
during the past two days. Yesterday the 
vote in the senate on the McMullen res- 
olution stood 24 for and 7 against, and 
this afternoon th® house vote was 53 
for and i6 against. 

The anti-prohibitionists fought hard 
for five hours on the floor of the house 
terday, and ‘finally Speaker Ferris, of 
Jacksonville, left the chair in order to 
speak against the McMullen measure. 
He pleaded for loca! option, for the car- 
rying out of the platform upop which 
Governor Gilchrist was elected, which 
was’ local option. There were many 
tense moments during the Ferris speech, 
and they were made doubly dramatic 
by the knowledge of the fact that he 
had remained at his post to lead the 
minority, despite word from home that 
his small daughter lay dangerously ill, 
and possibly at the point of.death. The 
yote quickly followed the speaker’s ap- 
peal. 


MOLENT SHOCK 
~ FELT IN LISBON 


People Flee in Panic in 
Streets. 


Ground Rises and Falls in a 
Wavelike Motion, Buildings 
Sway, and a Number Are 
Partly Demolished—Firemen 
Kept Busy by Fire Alarms. 


Lisbon, April 23.—A series of violent 
earthquake shocks occurred™tonight, and 
seismic disturbances, according to re- 
ports from various places, were felt 
throughout the whole of Portugal. For 
a time fears were- entertained of a 
repetition of the great earthquake of 
1755, which demolished the city. 

No material damage was done, al- 
though the ground rose and fell in 
‘wavelike motions; buildings swayed and 
the walls of a number of old houses 
were broken. No one was huft, bit in 
various parts of the city fires broke 
out, and a condition of great alarm 
prevailed. , | 

Several of the broken walls threaten 
to collapse, and it is believed that some 
of the churches have been damaged in 
their interiors. ; 

King Manuel, accompanied by his 
aides, appeared on the streets, and took 
a prominent part in encouraging the 
firemen and reassuring the terrified 
populace. 

The house of lords, whigh was sitting 
at the time, was thrown into a great 
panic. Several of the members . were 
thrown to the floor, and it seemed as 
though the walls of the building would 
be forced in. The edifice, however, 
withstood the shocks well, . and there 
was no perceptible damage.

PETER COLLIER 
GOES TO BEYOND 


Head of Collier's Weekly 
_ Dies,of Apoplexy. 


Before Doctor Could Reach 
the Riding Club, Where He 
Had Been Attacked by Iil- 
ness, the End Came--Leaves 
Large Fortune. . 


New York, April 23.—Peter F. Col- 
lier, founder and publisher of Collier's 
Weekly, died suddenly tonight of .apo- 
plexy at the Riding Club. 

Mr. Collier’s illness came suddenly. 
Dr. F. Tilden Brown was hastily called 
in, but the publisher was dead when 
he arrived. 

Peter F. Collier was known principal- 
ly as the founder, chief owner and edi- 
tor of Collier’s Weekly. In this he was 
assisted by his only son, Robert J. Col- 
lier, who, with the widow, survive him. 

Born in Ireland, in 1649, wé arrived in 
this country when a young man and 
settied in »Cincinnati, where he was 
educated. He came to New York more 
than thinty years ago, where he started 
the publishing house, and amassed a 
large foftune in the subscription bus- 
iness by publishing periodicals. 

Mr. Collier was an enthusiast on out- 
door sports, being an expert polo play- 
er, and almost Gaily was in the sad- 
die. Ue had many fine saddle horses, 
and was a member of many hunting 
and riding clubs.

Bacon Will Ask for Free 
Cotton Bagging. 


Senator Clay Says New Bill 
Will Make No Material 
Changes in Old Dingley Bill, 
Which Will Be of Advantage 
to Country’s Consumers.

Washington, April 23.—(Special.)—The 
two Georgia senators have been follow- 
ing with the keenest attention the 
reading of the tariff bill in the senate, 
and have objected to and held up nu- 
merous paragraphs that discriminate 
against the interests of their state and 
section. They are watching particu- 
larly all paragraphs affecting fertili- 
zers and the ingredients which enter 
into thefr manufacture, agricultural 


machinery, cotton bagging and ties. 

Today Senator Bacon objected to the 
paragraph which puts binding twine 
on the free list. He asked that it go 
over, and stated that he proposed to 
amend it by adding free cotton bag- 
ging. Binding twine ts placed on the 
free list to benefit the western wheat 
farmers. 

Senator Bacon proposes to place in 


the same paragraph the commodity in 
which all cotton farmers are _ inter- 
fested. He believes thet the senate will 
not dare to adopt one without the 
other, for it would be an open discrim- 
ination in favor of the western farmer. 
He will also offer an.amendment to the 
appropriate paragraph to place ties for 
cotton bales on the free list.. He had 
a special object, however, in placing 
twine and cotton bagging in immedi- 
ate juxtaposition in the tariff bill. 

Oppose Agricultural Implement Tax. 

Senator Clay made objection to the 
paragraph imposing a tax of {5 per 
cent upon importations of agricultural 
implements. The paragraph, as it ap- 
pears in the bill reported from the 
senate finance committee by Senator 
Aldrich, provides: “Piows, tooth and 
disk harrows, harvesters, reapers, agri-+ 
cultural drills and planters, mowers, 
horserakee, cultivators, threshing ma- 
chines and cotton gins, !5 per cent ad 
valorem.”’ . 

In the Payne measure occurred the 
following proviso, which was stricken 
in the bill as reported to the senate: 
“Provided that any of the foregoing, 
when im ed from any country, de- 
pendency, province or colony which im- 
poses no tax or duty on like *articles 
importéi from the United States, shal! 
be imported free of duty.” 

Senator Clay asked that the para- 
graph ¢€0 over for more mature consid- 
eration, as he wished additional time to 
l into the question. In speaking of 
ooed senate bill as it mow appears, he 
“This bill makés no material changes 
in the old, Dingley law that will be of 
advantage to the country’s consumers.

Ex-Senator William Stew- 


art Is Dead. 


Noted. Nevada :Man Married 
Mrs. Theodore Cone, of 
,Georgia, at the Piedmont 
Hotel in Atlanta Just Three 
Years Ago. 


Washington, April” 23.—Ex-Senator 
William M. Stewart, of Nevada, once a 
notable figure In national politics, died 
here today. Mr. Stewart had been in 
the hospital since March 30. On March 
31 he underwent an operation, the na- 
ture of which the physicians have not 
made public. Abut a week ago his con- 
dition became worse, and he sank 
steadily until this morning. when, at 
7:05 ‘o'clock, ‘he passed away. 

Mr. Stewart’ was 82 years old, and 
had been a familiar figure in this city 
during the better part of the last half 
century. For twenty-eight years; al- 
together, he represented Nevada in the 
senate, a lapse between (857 and 1887 
intervening to prevent a continuous 
service record from 1865 to 1905. 

“Stewart Castle,” his forme? home on 
Dupont circle, in ‘this city,’ was long 
one of the landmarks. of the national 
capital. . Senator. Stewart’ made .many 
notable speeches on the floor of the 
senate in advocacy of ‘silver, and his 
characterization of the demonetization 
of silver as “the crime of ‘'73,” is a 
marker in political hfstory. 

‘After his retirement from congress he 
divided his time between Washington, 
where he had many interests durin 
his life of fluctuating fortune, his farm 
in nearby Virginia,an@ the. west, where 
at his old home at Bullfrog, Nev.., and 
elsewhere, he-had varied mining inter- 
ests and experiences.

Constantinople April 23.—The advance 
of the concentrated army of investment 
began this afternoon. 

While the favored troops of the Con- 
stantinople garrison were giving homage 
to the sultan on Yildiz Hill, there was 
a forward movement of the constitu- 
tional forces on that side of Pera to 
within 2% miles of the Yildizs Kiosk 
cavalry, sent out to reconnoiter, and 
Squads were sent to picket the bridges 
across the Sweet Waters. A party of 
fifty American tourists, just arrived, 
who were driving in carriage in that 
direction, were turned back by~ horse- 
men. Infantry was then observed ad- 
vancing, and rumors spread throughout 
the city that the army was about te 
enter the capital, and fighting was in- 
evitable. . 

Veritable Panic Ensues. 

There was a veritable panic, with 
much running to and fro, and cries of 
alarm. Shopkeepers in a large part of 
Pera put up their shutters. The Brit- 
ish ambassador, Sir G. A. Lowther, was 
caught in the swirling crowd near the 
embassy,.and hundreds of frantic per- 
sons. poured int@ the embassy, implor-— 
ing asylum. The gates of the embassy 
were closed with difficulty, but it was 


The outposts of the invaders remained 
within about two miles of the palace to- 
night. On that side, the city is entirely 
open, the fortifications having been 
planned to resist an approach by water. 
‘It is impossible to say at the present 
time just what are the intentions of the 
leaders of the constitutionalists who 
represent two factions, the radicals and 
the conservatives. Kvidently the consti- 
tutionalists are of two minds with re- 
gard to the ruler of their country. Their 
parllamentary deputies, who held ses- 
sions at San Stefano today, seem to be 
in favor of his deposition, but the splen- 
did reception which was accorded the 
sultan today on his appearance in pub- 
lic was a graphic demonstration of the 
fact that his majesty retains a strong 
hold on the hearts of his people.

He was acclaimed by thousands on hig 
way from the gate of the palace to the 
white mosque outside the walis of Yil- 
diz Kiosk, while picked detachments of

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Gabinet, have agreed to carry out the 
wishes of the parliament. General Mah- 
moud Gchefket, who, in a telegram to 
the grand vizier today, styled himself 
commander-in-chief of the army of in- 
vyestment and of the Ottoman fleet, is 
now almost in supreme authorit?. In 
his cOmmunication, a copy of which was 
also sent to the sultan, the porte and 
the various embassies, and was publish- 
ed tonight as a proclamation, Gengral 
Schefket said: 
Manifesto of Constitutionalists. 

“Owing to recent corruption among the 
imperial guards, the power of govern- 
ment in the capital was completely an- 
nihilated. In order to reB8tore and con- 
solidate the authority of the govern- 
ment; the Second and Third army corps 
dispatched troops to Constantinople and 
Placed me at the head of these forces, 
end also of the navy. Pardon will be 
granted t@ repentant soldiers who sub- 
mit, Rut those continuing to rebel ‘will 
be punished without mercy. - 

“Certain guilty individuals, appre- 
hending' chastisement, have spread re- 
ports that the army of tnvestment pur- 
poses to dethrone the sultan. I abso- 
lutely deny this allegation. If, during 
the. operations, agitators attempt to 
provoke trouble they will be held re- 
sponsible.’ 

Troops Will Be Paid. 

Tomorrow is pay day for the Constan- 
tinople troops. The treasury was with- 
out sufficient funds, and it was consid- 
ered dangerous by the cabinet to leave 


‘the soldiers unpaid, owing to the possi- 


bility of riots and looting. The minis- 
ter of"war hastily summoned the offi- 
clals of the tobacco monopoly and some 
of the leading bankers; who have ar- 
ranged“to provide the funds. Turkish 
finances have been seriously affected by 
the recent events. Cash must be found.

Some 
15,000. persons are homeless and starv- 
ing, and thousands of orphans are to 
be provided for. In a comparatively 
small Protestant community, nineteen 
Protestant pastors have been killed. The 
loss of wheat and the damage to fiour 
mills cause high prices. Relief will 
be “distributed, irrespective of race and 
creed by a commission of Moslems and 
Christians, presided over by the mis- 
sionary, Mr. Chambers, who has had 
much experience with relief work at 
former Armenian massacres, and under 
the supervision of the British consul.

The attitude of 
the Sheik-Ul-Islam is said to be uncer- 
tain, as he is under the influence of 
divers elements. 

American Cruisers Sail. 


Guantanamo, Cuba, April 23.—The 
United States armored cruisers Mon- 
tana and North Carolina are now on 
their way to Aslatic Turkey, under or- 
ders to proceed as swiftly as possible. 
They left here shortly before noon to- 
day, looking spick and span and ready 
for.a record-breaking run. 

C&ptain William A. Marshall is in 
command of the North Carolina, and 
Captain Alfred Reynolds commands the 
Montana, and these two cruisers, which 
are among the ewiftest and most for- 
midable of the service, no doubt will be 
a welcome addition to the warships of 
other nations now assembling in Turk- 
ish waters, and will be amply able to 
represent American interests in every 
way. 

The cruisers are capable of a speed of 
22 knots, and have taken on sufficient 
coal to permit them to proceed at an 
average rate much higher than would 
be maintained for a voyage of a similar 
distance under ordinary circumstances.

bill. The duty on gioves and hosiery 
is retained at the same figures as in 
the present law. Cotton goods show 
slight reductions, but woolen goods 
are increased.

Duties on Pearls. 

Notice that the committee would bring 
into the senate an amendment making 
duties on pearls, diamonds and other 
precious~stones specific instead of ad 
valorem, was given by Mr. Aldrich to- 
fMiay. Replying to Mr. Bacon, Mr. Al- 
drich eaid the rates of duty on these 
articles were as high as had been found 
Practicable for the collection of any 
revenue. Mr. Bacon suggested that a 
very high duty would pfobably en- 
courage smuggling, to which Mr. Al- 
drich nodded assent, 

When the schedule relating to wood 
Pulp, print paper and books was reach- 
ed, Mr. Aldrich said thé committee 
hoped in a very few days to report an 
amendment for the wood pulp pro- 
visions of the bili. 

Messrs. Clapp, Bristow, Nelson and 
Piles called attention to the possible ef- 
fect of the house paragraph in prevent- 
ing any free importation of wood pulp 
from the Dominion of Canada, because 
an export duty might be imposed by a 
Single province of the Dominion. 

Ought to Deal With Canada. 

Mr. Aldrich’ explained that this was 
one of the matters under consideration 
by the committee on-finance. 

“I am not sure,” said Mr. Aldrich, 
“that we ought not to deal in the main 
with Canada and hold the Dominion 
government responsible always for 
what is done in any part of the Dow 
minion.”’ " 

He added that the power of the prov- 
inces of the Dominion to legislate in- 
dependently made the work of the com- 
mission more difficult. 

On motion of Mr. Hale, “the schedule 
Was passed over. 

The reading of the Philippine sugar 
echedule was the signal for vigorous 
criticiam’on the part of Senators Clay 
and Bacon of thg policy of admitting 
sugar from the Philippines to the United 
States free of duty. They @érlared that 
| the: free admission of 225,000 tons of 
sugar from Porto Rico and 400,000 tons 
from the Hawaliian Ielands had not af- 
fected the price of refined sugar, 
added that while granulated sugar in 
the United: States sells for 4.96 cents per 
pound, it is sold for 2.70 cents a pound 
in London, Mr. Bacon insisted that the 
introduction of free Philippine sugar 
would, by replacing an equal ameunt 
of dutiable sfiigar, reduce these _ reve- 
nues without any benefit to the people 
of this country. 

Lodge on Sugar Question, 

Mr. Lodge said the entire sugar pro- 
duction of the Philippines is but 160,- 
000 tons annually, which he declared 
now goes to China. The paragraph was 
passed over under objection by Senators 
Foster and Newlands. 

Mr. Dolliver called attention to a pro- 
vision in the tariff bill permitting cat- 
tle, horses, sheep and other domestic 
animals to be brought back to the United 
States free of duty within six months 
after being driven across the boundary 
lines for temporary pasturage. He de- 
clared that, under the law as now en- 
forced, treasury officials permit uniden- 
tified animals born in Mexico and those 
that have been kept there for more 
than a year to be brought into this 
country without the payment of duty. 
He insisted that some Officials should 
be called to account for such conduct, 
and upon his motion the entire para- 
graph was passed over.

Bloomington, Ind., April 23.—On ex- 
amination of the brain of a dog that 
died in convulsions a few days ago, 
the medical department of Indiana 
University announced that the animal 
had rabies, and gsgventeen students and

the supervision of a physician that has 
been called from Indianapolis. It is 
feared those that came into contact 
with the dog have been infected with 
hydrophobia not yet developed.

He Seya He Is a Prisoner 
of War. 


__ | Former President of Venezuela 
Sends for a Newspaper Cor- 
respondent gs Soon as He 
Reaches Land, in Order to 
Tell His Troubles. 


St. Nazaire, April 23.—The steamship 
Versailles, with Cipriano Castro, the de- 
posed president of Venezuela aboard, 
arrived here at daylight. An intimate 
friend of Castro and a number of Ven- 
ezuelans and journalists boarded the 
vessel ag s00n as possible. Castro had 
not emerged from his cabin, and his 
friend was the first to reach him. 
When the friend appeared, after fifteen 
minutes, he announced that Senor Cas- 
tro still] complained of being fll and that 
he had suffered severely from the roll- 
ing of the ship. The captain of the 
Versailles took a contrary view, however, 
Saying that Castro appeared to be in 
fairly good condition and during the 
voyage had appeared frequently on 
deck, talking with compatriots. 
-Before Senor Castro left his cabin he 
sent for a newspaper correspondent, 
and sitting up in bed with a night cap on 
his head, delivered a long and rambling 
harangue. His remarks were directed 
principally against the United States for 
“playing into the hands of his enemies 
in Venezuela and sending warships to 
follow his. movements.’’ He declared 
that Venezuela was lost if the people 
submitted like slaves to foreign med- 
dling: 

Referring to France, Castro said he 
Was agtonished that a country which had 
shed torrents of blood in the cause of 
liberty should join in the cabal against 
him. He then declared that the mo- 
tion of the ship had reopened the wound 
of the operation performed at Berlin; 
that his condition was extremely se- 
rious, and that he must have immediate 
medical attention. 

When asked regarding his future plans, 
the deposed president said he had made 
none, as he considered himself a pris- 
oner of war. When informed that the 
French government gave him full lib- 
erty, he replied: 

“But I am not free if I desire to re- 
turn to Fort de France and cannot. 
France should respect the rights of man 
prociaimed a century ago.” 

In spite of his assertion that he did 
not know what he was going to do, it 
later became clear that Castro had 
Ppilanned to go to Paris. His baggage 
was taken ashore and placed on a train 
and he left at once for the capital. 

Passengers on the Versailles said that 
when Castro was brought on board the 
steamer at Fort de France he declared 
that if he had been allowed to make 
his way to Venezuela he would soon 
have rajsed an army to overthrow his 
enemies. 

Pardons Are Given Many. 

Caracas, Tuesday, April 20, via Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, April 23.-—-Preaident 
Gomez has issued a decree granting 
freedom to all the men taken prison- 
ers at the time of the overthrow of 
the Castro administration, last Decem- 
ber. 

Those liberated include everybody con- 
nected with the alleged plot to compass 
the assassination of President ‘Gomez. 
General Ferreras, who was accused of 
treason by Castro in 1008, also has been 
pardoned by Gomes. 

Another decree issued by the presi- 
dent of the republic provides for a great 
celebration of Venezuelan independence 
on July 5, I91!. Vice President Vélu- 
tini will shortly assume the presidency 
temporarily. 

A Striking Contrast. 

Paris, April 23.—The return of Senor 
Castro was in striking contrast to his 
two previous appearances in Paris. In- 
stead of having a’ magnificent automo- 
bile waiting at the station for him, he 
entered an ordinary street taxicab, tak- 
ing into it with him his two attend- 
ants and four friends, and went to a 
modest hotel in the Place Concorde, 
where he hired a single room.

Tennessee Legislature Wants 
Malt Beverages, 4 Per Cent 
Alcohol Allowed. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 23.—The first 
effort. to amend and render less 
Stringent the state-wide prohibition 
laws, récently enacted by the Tennessee 
legislature after such a memorable fight, 
was made immediately before the ad- 
journment of the senate after the morn- 
ing session today. 

Senator Cummings, of Chattanooga,in- 
troduced three bills, one allowing the 
sale of fermented malt bevereges con- 
taining not more than 4 per cent of 
alcohol in towns and, cities of 40,000 
population or over; one seeking the same 
result for towns of from 30,000 to 
32,000 population, and a third bill so 
amending the bill prohibiting the manu- 
facture of intoxicants in Tennessee as 
to provide for the manufacture of beer 
to be shipped out of this state, and for 
the manufacture of beer containing not 
over 4 per cent of alcohol, which, the 
caption of the bill declares, “is non- 
intoxicating,” for sale in this state.

Southern commu- 
nities are becoming less dependent on 
outside capital and better able to 
finance their own enterprises, and south- 
mn i eda inetitutions, such as the 
University of Georgia, are turning out 
young men capable of carrying then to 
success. 

“Ag students of this Institution you 
have had advantages superior to those 
of many of the young men of your 
communities. You are equipped not 
only for industrial‘leadership, but also 
for civic leadérship. As your advan- 
tages have been great, so will vour re- 
sponsibilities be great, and however 
engrossing your business affairs may 
be, they sheuld never be rmitted to 
prevent you from discharging your du- 
ties ag citizens. 

“Thoge duties involve clear thinking 
and sound reasoning on the practical 
problems of the day. and the applica- 
tion to them of those fundamental 
principles of right and justice om which 
all human action should be based.

There is evidence enoiigh that Senator Aldrich was not only the leader 
in framing the senate tariff-bill, but that he was, in effect, the entire 
republican committee that did the work. ; . 

‘Other republican members of the senate committee were satisfied by 
certain concessions,.and after that it became simply a question of Aldrich’s 
dictum. What’ Aldrich said was done, and it is his work that has gone 
to the senate floor for discussion and ultimate enactment. 

On the senate floor Aldrich is there every mioment, adroitly defending 
each schedule that-is attacked, or making slight concessions which he held 
in reserve for the very purpose of overcoming well foreseen obstacles. : 

Thus does this man, the representative and embodiment of high protec- 


the American people, make’ tariff legislation for 90,000,000 consumers in the 
United States.. 

Senator Aldrich may be thoroughly conscientious in his convictions, but 
there can be no question that conyictions which ignore the rights of the 
vast consuming public are not only illogical but wrong. 

Not only that, but the system which places in the, hands of one man, 
the chairman of the senate. committee on finance, the practical power to leg- 
islate in so vital a matter for ninety million people is a wrong and an 
injustice which should not be tolerated, no matter how good the intentions 
of the man who wields it. Such a system would be impossible even in the 
old world monarchies. 

Senator Aldrich, whose convictions, we may say, have ever inclined to 
the right of the manufacturer to enrich himself through the tariff graft, 
has presented to the senate a bill which practically everyone else but him- 
self admits is a radical departure from the announced republican principle 
as to revision—the enactment of duties which shall represent the difference 
in the cost of manufacture at home and abroad, together with a reasonable 
percentage of profit—a principle extreme in its liberality, and is corralling 
the support of republican senators about a measure which out-Dingleys 
Dingleyism. 

There is rio revision downward about the Aldrich tariff; its exactions 
upon the consumer are increased, its concessions are to the manufacturing 
and highly protected interests. | 

Senator Aldrich, who will have reached the age of 70 years at the 
expiration of his present term in 1911, will then retire from public life, it 
is stated, but in the meantime he is endeavoring to indulge two ambitions 
—to give the nation a tariff law and, following that, a system of finance 
which shall accord with his own views of these subjects. 

We have yet to learn the details of his financial scheme, but his tariff 
views clearly accord with anything else but the interests of the American 
masses. 

Prognosticators go to the extent of saying that this “one-man tariff,” 
made to enrich the few, will receive the approval of President Taft. 

It is difficult to credit the prediction. 

We have been led to believe that the president would insist upon a 
measure which shall be nearly. consistent, at least, with the republican plat- 
form attitude.

A good many people who a month ago didn't know such a place as 
Mombasa was on the map, are now informed not only as to the location of 
that African jungle-town, but they know, as well, the exact number of its 
population, its topographical characteristics and its main industries. 

And all this knowledge is traceable to the vital interest of the American 
‘public, the reading world for that matter, in Theodore Roosevelt, now proba- 
bly the most distinguished man in that part’ of civilization. 

Similarly, the Associated Press and a horde of special. correspondents 
will familiarize newspaper, readers everywhere ‘with the geography of por- 
tions of Africa soon to be explored by the former president. Tihe papers 
and the magazines will teem, as they have teemed for the last few weeks, 
with stories of the really wonderful industrial development of the dark can- 
tinent, its uncharted future and the part the various instrumental nations 
are playing in the. big game of politics which is to decide the ultimate fate 
of an inscrutable portion of the globe. 

This is what may be called human interest education of the highest type. 
Appealing to the imaginations, the affections and the legitimate curiosity of 
people of every class, it drwes home facts with a vividness that makes for 
retention and a personal element that must result in the stimulation of 
thought and the broadening of intellectual horizons. 

The same spectacle has been visible throughout history, down to this 
good year of our Lord. Big events, or those revolving around vita] person- 
alities, focus the popular attention and stir the appetite for knowledge as 


does no amount of preaching from the school room or the editorial page. 

The Spanish-American ‘war, for instance, acquainted the people of Amer- 
ica with Spanish and Cuban and Philippine history and conditions, and the 
Far Eastern war did the same thing for civilization with regard to those 
vast and little known territories concerned in that struggle. 

Fortunately, our educational systems are penetrating and applying “he 
logic oi these impressive- lessons. The education of today is less didactic 
and more by object lesson. Whether it concerns itself with academic or 
practical equipment, the evolution inevitably promotes celerity in and effi- 
ciency of learning.

State School Commissioner Mr. J. M.

For two, 
orphanges for white children there was 
raised last year $40,000. 

We would rejoice if much more had@ 
been spent for all of these institutions 
mentioned above. 

But let us ask In all seriousness, why 
are we doing next to nothing for 
Georgia’s wayward children, who can- 
not be placed in orphan homes, and 
many of whom are deprived, to a great 
extent, of educational advantages? 
Many of these children aemoralize oth- 
ers in public schools and, according 
to the testimony of many teachers, are 
therefore not wanted. When the child 
knows this he is going to withdraw, 
or be withdrawn by the parents or 
guardians. If we were aroused to the 
facts and understood that the morally 
delinquent child was morally sick, and 
Only needed proper tretament for his 
Well being and that of society, we 
would see the necessity for these 
schools and institutions, which are pe- 
culiarly adapted to this child’s condil- 
tions and needs. 

The Juvenile State, projected by the 
Juvenile Protective Association, pro- 
poses to be a school and juvenile com- 
monwealth combined, especially fitted 
in all of its departments for this class 
of children. The wayward child was 
not born bad, but ‘he is made bad by 
people with whom he constantly asso- 
ciates. It is hardly wise to call such 
a child bad. His energies are simply 
misdirected. He is wide-awake. He 
must be doing something, or he must 
be around the places and the people 
where “something is doing.’”

The council] committee on parks met 
yesterday afternoon to consider a reso- 
lution which called for the sale and 
tearing down of the Coliseum building 
at Piedmont park. 

The park commission voted to request 
the council for permission to advertise 
the Coliseum building for gale, so that 
it could be removed. The matter went 
‘before council, and was referred to the 
park committee. 

At the meeting af the park committee 
all three members, Councilman Cofield, 
Councilman Winn and Alderman Pome- 
roy, were present. 

Several citizens appeared before the 
committee in the interest of the Horse 
Show, and W. L. Peel, F. J. Paxon, 
J... K. Ottley and others appealed to 
the committee not to remove the Col- 
iseum building. 

Cost to Repair Building. 

Building Inspector Hayes stated that 
the building was in a very bad condi- 
tion, and that it would take between 
$12,000 and $15,000 to put itin good re- 
pair. He thought that an expenditure 
of $5,000 might make it safe for a 
while. He stated that the foundations 
had rotted out; that the roof was leak- 
ing, and the floor was worn out. The 
building would need repainting. He did 
not think it was gafe in its present con- 
dition. 

The citizens present urged the wise 
of the building, and suggested the sale 
of the Government and the Georgia 
view that the pro- 
ceeds be used to repair the Coliseum. 

Asked Citizens to Raise Money. 

Chairman Cofield, of the committee, 


suggested that the gentlemen present — 


form an association and raise $15,000 
to repair the Coliseum for horse show 
purposes. 

Mr. Peel said that the city could well 
afford to expend a few thousand dol- 
lars on the building. He thought if the 
Coliseum was put in a good condition 
it could be used as a pavilion and for 
a public comfort building. 

Councilman Cofield was in favor of 
having the building torn down. Alder- 
man Pomeroy and Councilman Winn fa- 
vored its being repaired as suggested

Cash Wheat Has Not Fol- 
lowed Future Decline. 


Atlanta Jobber Talks of the 
Situation and Gives Interest- 
ing Figures Showing Why 
Break in Future Market Has 
Not Affected Cash Price. 


According toe flour brokers in Atlanta, 
the decline in the price of wheat, as 
recorded in the Chicago pit, following 
Patten’s supposed withdrawal! from the 
market, has not reduced the price of 
“eash” wheat, and hence the price ‘of 
flour remaing up, instead of declining, 
as every one thought it would. 

In a number of instances country 
merchants, reading the quotations on 
what jobbers calls “chalk wheat,’ in 
contra-distinction to cash wheat—have 
cancelled contracts made ahead, and 
while this is considered a breach of 
commercial etiquette, is being allowed 
in the most instances, for the reason the 
jobbers are now able to get more for 
these orders than when the contracts 
were made. 

From their remarks, it would seem 
that cash wheat, the kind demanded by 
the millers for grinding, has, all along, 
sold for more than-the futures, which 
has kept the price of flour high, and 
as cash wheat continues high, though 
the future market has fallen, the price 
of flour is still soaring. 

Prominent Jobber Talks. 

In discussing the rapid changes in 
the market, Theo W. Martin, a promi- 
nent jobber, said: 

“The pounding the wheat market has 
received in the past few days has 
frightened flour buyers to a considera- 
ble‘ extent, and many country mer- 
chants are cancelling flour contracts 
with jobbers that they had purchased 
on a very low basis. While this is 
considered a breach of good faith in 
commercial ethics, still some of the job- 
bers are able to get more for flour to- 
day than what some of these contracts 
were sold at. Yesterday a jobber re- 
ceived a cancellation for a car of pat- 
ent flour that he had sold at $I per 
barrel under the present market. Of 
course, he gladiy consented to cancel. 
Many newspapers print only future, or 
‘chalk prices’ of wheat in tabulated col- 
umns, which does not always affect the 
price of the commodity referred _ to.

the present duty of 20 per cent ad 
valorem on imported oleo stearine. 

“The duty on oleo stearine is of no 
consequence as a revenue producer, the 
net income from this source for the last 
five years having been practically nil. It 
is consequently useless ap a protective 
measure, and is only an obstacle to the 
use of foreign stearine when the sup- 
Ply of the domestic article is restricted, 
or the price excessive, 

“A special hearing on. the subject was 
granted to the cotton seed oil delega- 
tion by Senator Smoot, who was es- 
pecially designated by the finance com- 


}mittee ofthe senate for thie purpose. 


The manufacture of compounds affords 
by far the largest and most profitable 
Outlet for the edible cotton seed ol] of 
the southern states, and is consequent- 
ly a most important adjunct to this ex- 
tensive industry. 

“Practically all of the southern geen- 
ators have expressed themselves as fa- 
vorable to the abolition of the duty on 
Oleo stearine, and it was considered but 
an act of justice to the users of this 
article to permit them free access to 
foreign supplies.”

DECLARES EX-GOV. TAYLOR 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 23.—William 
&. Taylor and Charles Finley, one a 
former governor and the other a former 
secretary of the state of Kentucky, ex- 
iled for nine years, under the charge 
of ‘complicity in the assassination of 
former Governor Goebel, of Kentucky, 
closeted themselves in Mr. Taylor's of- 
fice this evening as soon as they re- 
ceived word of their pardon by Gov- 
ernor Willson and denied admittance 
to inquirers until a late hour. They 
prepared a statement to the public, in 
which they expressed thefr gratitude 
for relief from a great burden and to 
their old friends in Kentucky and their 
new friends in Indiana. 

Their statement follows: 

“The final ending by Governor Will- 
son of the terrible reign of wrong and 
persecution of innocent men in Ken- 
tucky is to our minds an added proof 
that there is “‘A God in Israel,’’ and 
that right will not remain forever on 
the scaffold, nor'wreng forever.on the 
throne. e Pat 

“The long agony is over at last. Ken- 
tucky now ends the persecutions begun 
rine years ago in her name. 

“Nothing. of course, can ever make 
full amends for the great wrong that 
has been done us, nor for what we have 
suffered and lost. 

“While the action of Governor Will- 
eon ends these persecutions, it does not 
bring the end we wouid have pre- 
ferred. For nine years we have plead- 
ed for a trial—a fair trial. There has 
never been a moment during all of this 
tim® when we would not have been 
willing, and were not anxious, to re- 
turn to Kentucky for such a trial. 
These pleas for simple justice have al- 
ways been denied. The action of Gov- 
ernor Willison is, doubtlesa, the voice or 
his deliberate’ conviction® that no such 
trials were intended, or could be had. 

“We would stultify ourselves were 
we to say that these have not been 
hard, bitter and cruel years to us. No 
human tongue can tell, and no pen can 
write what we have suffered as they

Taylor's Sad Experience. 

“From the fair, impartial study of the 
reports of all of the trials and from 
my knowledge of the conditions of these 
times, I believé that Governor Winiam 
8S. Taylor had no guilty knowledge of 
the murder of William Goebel. and that 
he would never have been indicted but 
for the political excitement and passion. 

“Governor Taylor's experience has been 
one of ‘the saddest in the history of 
the commonwealth. 

“In 1899 he was elected governor of 
Kentucky and reached the greatest hon- 
or that could have been within his 
brightest hopés. He was fulfilling the 
duties fajthfully when this tragedy and 
the storm of feeling following it ruined, 
the crowning glory of a useful life, 
overthrew the elected state government 
and put in peril the safety of the peo- 
ple.’ 

Governor Willson’s Reasons. 

Governor Willson’s in@orsement on 
the pardon for W. S. Taylor, giving his 
general conclusions in regard to the 
case is a document two thousand 
words in length and opens by recount- 
ing the campaign for the governorship 
which resulted in Taylor being returne- 
ed governor by a plurality of about 
3,000 votes. that being the official count 
by the electio: board composed of 
democrats. This was followed, afte: 
some delay, by Goebel’s contest, brought 
before the legislature. and while this 
was pending Goebel was assassinatea. 
Of the pudlic turmoil that followed, the 
governor in his indorsement says: 

Worst Crime in Our History. 

“The murder of William Goebel de- 
etroyed every chance of.Governor Tay- 
lor’s winning the contest, and every 
sensible man felt this at the time. Ne 
man of common sense or any know!l- 
edge of public feeling could have 
thought any other result possibile. It 
was the worst crime in our history, 
and it did more harm than any other 
murder ever committed in Kéntucky. 
Enraged publie opinion demanded ven- 
geance. The general assembly appro- 
priated one hundred thousand dollars 
for the apprehension and conviction of 
the criminals and chose .a commission

It has not been forgot- 
ten nor overlooked; it has been on the

“rhe hearing of the Powers i 
ard casés brought it into + ag ehh 
of all of the people, but nearly a year 
and a half, and now five terms of the 
Franklin circuit court, have passed 
without any effort to bring this case 
to trial, without any request to me to 
take any action to bring Governor 
Taylor or Charles Finley to Kentucky, 
although it was, I am sure, well known

Pardon for Finley. 


In his indorsement of the pardon of 
Charles Finley, Governor Willson states 
that there has been no evidence brought 
forward in any of the conspiracy cases 
already tried to connect him with the 
assassination of Goebel beyond the fact 
that he helped bring the “mountain 
army,” or “petition in boots,” to Frank- 
fort. Governor Willson says that the 
evidence does not show that the moun- 
tain men were connected with the 
assassination, and their appearance 
Was only an incident of the troubled 
times at the capital when republican 
officeholders and democratic contest- 
ants were alike excited by rumors of 
impending bloodshed, and each calling 
on adherents to come to the capital and 
give the support of their presence. 

Of four other men, caught in the 
“drag net” following the murder, and 
who are still under indictment for al- 
legwed connection with a conspiracy to 
murder Goebel, the governor notes that 
no attempt has been made to bring 
them to trial in nine years, and de- 
clares that no evidence hag been ad- 
duced to connect them with the case. 

“While Governors Mount and Durbin, 
of Indiana, refused the requisitions, no 
application was made to their succes- 
sors, Governor Hanley, during his four 
years, and as I have said, no request 
has been made of me to send a requisi- 
tion to the ‘democratic governor, Gov- 
ernor Marshall, who su@ceeded Govern- 
or Hanley. There can be no doubt that 
if I had sent for them, they would 
have come to Kentucky without a 
requibition, and, still less, that if IT had 
sent a requisition to Governor Hanley 
— his term, he would have hon- 
ore ‘ , 

“It seems from this delay of five and 
a half years in taking any steps to 
bring this case to trial that the officers 
- the prosecution have not wished to

Sure Taylor Not Gallty. 


“It is the highest call of duty and con- 
science now to end this prose ion of 
this man, who is clearly not guilty, and 
to take this case out of the field of pub- 
lie and political controversy. I am ab- 
solutely sure that Governor William 8. 
Taylor had no part in nor thought of 
the murder of William Goebel, and I 
feel it a sacred duty which I must no 
longer delay to carry this belief into 
effect, and I, therefore, grant to Wil- 
liam 8S.
